REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


In this utilitarian age we are wont to inquire as to the char- 
acter of our investments. Does our capital bring us ample 
returns? Where can we invest to the best advantage? Our 
common schools cost very little in proportion to the benefit 
arising therefrom. The money the town has expended for 
schools during the year is a good investment. Hducation is 
far better for our children than the money it costs. The influ- 
ence of good schools is not limited to those who happen for the 
time to be connected with them: it goes down to posterity. 
They tend to enhance the value of real estate, to improve the 
morals and public spirit of the people, and to make the town 
where they exist a desirable place for residence. 

There has been a school in each of the thirteen districts in 
town during the year. The whole number of scholars attend- 
ing not less than two weeks, is 356. They have all attended 
to reading and spelling, and at least 176—probably more— 
have attended to writing. Arithmetic, geography, grammar, 
composition, history, philosophy, algebra and book-keeping, 
have also been taught in our schools. The schools have varied 
in length, in different districts, from eleven to twenty-two 
weeks; general average, 17; average of attendance from 5, 6 
to 83; general average 18.3. 

If the improvement on the highways during the year has 
been to the value of $2,500—the sum voted by the town for 
this purpose—I am quite certain our schools have been worth 
the $1,200 appropriated to them. Is $3.37 too much to be ap- 
propriated, annually, for the education of a child? This sum 
would not go far toward clothing and feeding his perishable 
body. Must it be all that can be afforded for the improvement 
of his immortal mind? 
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As valuable as our schools are, they may be made still more 
so. Complaints have been made against teachers, that they 
did not keep their hours; that they did not explain clearly the 
difficult points in the lessons; that they failed to preserve 
order in school; that they did not properly control their scholars 
at the intermission and recess; that they neglected to look 
after the school buildings and furniture ; that they were not suf- 
ficiently careful to promote good morals. If these complaints 
may justly be preferred against some of the teachers, I think a 
large majority of them are entirely free from any such charge. 
Teachers should keep their hours, should endeavor to make 
their pupils understand their studies, should keep good order 
in and about the school-house, should guard carefully the mor- 
als of their pupils, should endeavor to prevent the destruction 
or defacing of the school buildings and furniture. The law, I 
understand, gives the teacher the general supervision of his — 
scholars from the time they leave home for school until they 
return. It would doubtless be for the advantage of the schol- 
ars and the preservation of the district property if our teach- 
ers would generally accept this responsibility. Again, it is 
said of some of the scholars that they do not interest them- 
selves in their studies, and in some instances seem possessed of 
the spirit of the evil One. It is also said that parents fail to 
codperate with the teacher, too readily believe the exaggerated 
reports of their children. I doubt not that these complaints, 
in some instances, may be just. 

The wanton destruction of district property, and the want of 
punctuality in attendance at school, are evidence. 2,534 
instances of tardiness are reported, every one of which must 
have been an injury to the individual as well as serious annoy- 
ance to the rest of the school. Might not this evil be remedied, 
in great part at least, by a little care on the part of parents? 
Parents should be slow to believe every report of evil concern- 
ing the school; and, when teacher and scholar are arrayed in 
opposition, should be sure that the scholar is right before tak- 
ing his part. 

People are sometimes unduly prejudiced against the teacher 
and the teacher against the school, before the term commences. 
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This is not likely to be productive of any good. More inde- 
pendence on the part of scholars, of text book and teacher, in 
recitation, would be desirable. More attention to the sounds of 
letters, punctuation, and abbreviations would be progress in the 
right direction. 

There is the same destitution of globes, mural maps, and 
dictionaries, as last year, except in district No. 5. They have 
procured a terrestrial globe. 

In District No. 1 there was a small, orderly school under the 
management of Miss Ellen W. Smith. Examination highly sat- 
isfactory, giving evidence of much improvement. 

District No. 2. Summer term taught by Miss Ellen Field, a 
teacher of large experience ; very methodical in her system of 
teaching. Scholars improved, both in knowledge and habits 
of study. Winterterm Mr. Seth W. Kelley, teacher. Schol- 
ars advanced rapidly in their studies—perhaps not quite as 
accurate as desirable. But depredations on the school build- 
ing have been committed that require no higher order of abil- 
ity than ignorance, stupidity, and meanness. I trust, however, 
that only a few have been engaged in this. Mr. K. has the-tal- 
ent for an excellent teacher. A little more self-possession and 
self control in the school room would greatly enhance his 
efficiency. After eleven weeks’ teaching, his duties called him 
back to college. The school is now in very successful opera- 
tion, under the instruction of Miss S. Fannie Littlefield. 

District No. 8. Summer term taught by Miss S. Fannie Lit- 
tlefield. Emphatically a good school; orderly, prompt and ac- 
curate in their recitations. Examination excellent. Mr. Oscar 
D. Cheney teacher the Winter term; zealous and faithful in 
his calling. This was his first school. Of course, experience 
will be valuable to him. Scholars appeared much better at the 
close of the term than at the commencement. 

District No. 4. Miss Sarah J. Burleigh, teacher, Summer 
term. The order in school, the interest the scholars manifest- 
ed in their studies, and the improvement made, are evidence of 
Miss B.’s eminent success as teacher. Winter term taught by 
Mr. Edward G. Leach. This school needs teachers of experi- 
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ence. [t appeared better at the second visit of the committee 
than at the first. Examination fair. Evident marks of vio- 
lence upon some of the desks and seats. 

District No. 5. Both terms taught by the same sence as” 
last year, Miss 8. Fannie Littlefield. She maintained her high 
and well earned reputation. School continued to march on at 
the same line of progress. As many parents as scholars pres- 
ent at the very interesting examination at the close of school. 

District No. 6. Teachers, Miss Lizzie Southmayd and Miss 
Clara Osgood. They have both taught successfully otber schools 
in town, and were successful inthis, Scholars were somewhat 
enthusiastic in their studies, and made good progress. The 
order the last part of the winter term might have been better. 

District No. 7. Miss Millie Homan, teacher, both terms. 
Her first experience in teaching; a very promising teacher.
